To R e m o v e STAiN.-Peach and sweet 
apple stains may be removed by pour­ 
ing on them boiling hot water from 
the tea-kettle; lemon juice will often 
tuke out fruit stains; holding a light­ 
ed sulphur match under the stain is of­ 
ten effectual. All non-metallic stains 
will disappear if the article íh permit­ 
ted to lie for one or two minutes in a 
mixture of two teaspoonfulls of water 
and one of m uriatic acid, but careful 
and repeated rinsing is necessary to 
keep the acid from corroding the fab­ 
ric. If acid has taken the color out of 
a garment, aqua amonia will neutra­ 
lize the acid, aud a little chloroform 
will restore the color. Mildew may be 
removed by rubbing common yellow 
soap on the article, then a little salt 
on the soap and a little starch on that. 
Rub all well together and put it in the 
sunshine, or wet the linen, soap it and 
apply salt and lemon juice to both 
sides; or mix soft soap with powdered 
starch, half as much salt and the juice 
of a lemon, and lay on with a brush. 
Let it lie ou the grass day and night 
till the stain is gone. 


R e m e d y F o r N i g h t m a r e . —Slight 
derangement of the digestive or other 
functions is often snfflcient to occasion 
a temporary delirium in children, com­ 
mencing during sleep prolonged after 
woking. The suffering is great and 
the condition an alarming one to par­ 
ents and friends.

It is itere that the associations 
of smell can be used more effectively 
than any others to break up the mor­

A good whiffof cologne al­ 
most always trings the little sufferer 
back to its ordinary world; or a little 
ammonia may be used. But an oder 
which is agreeable is probably more 
effective than one whicn is merely re­ 
pugnant. It is a common observation 
that mental associatons are awakened 
by oders more than by the impressions 
of any other sense. In case of night­ 
mare the strong, familiar smell seems 
to break up the train of abnormal men­ 
tal excitement. 


That superstition still prevails to an 
alarm ing extent in China, is shown 
by the fact that shortly before the late 
Emperor’s death a gigantic image, the 
goddess of smallpox, was paraded a­ 
bout Pekin in solomo procession, and 
then taken into the sick-rooom. Al­ 
though it was heartily worshiped there 
it did not save the life, and so the pop­ 
ulace hustled it into the street, flogged 
it repeatedly, and then burned it up. 
A superstition cannot long hold the 
belief of a people who show so little 
reverence for direct symbols.

T h e man —T ib u r c io V a sq u ez — 
whom the Express argues the State 
ought to capture, is dead. He was 
hanged at San Jose some weeks ago,and 
if tradition holds good he has gone to 
a country where no amount of reward 
money would induce our detectives to 
follow him. 


The Post refers to the H e r a l d as a 
“ hoodlum newspaper, published in 
the Southern country. We might re­ 
fer to the Post asan impecunious, com­ 
munist, fanatical, black-mailing, in­ 
cendiary, unreliable, toadying, slan­ 
dering anything for money and 
nothing for principle, cheap and dirty 
paper, published anywhere in San 
Francisco wiiere they don’t collect 
rent iu advance, but we won’t. 


In a so-called review of the different 
candidates for Governor, the Chronicle 
burlesques and ridicules Hon. P. A. 
R o a c h . This is entirely uncalled for, 
besides being in very bad taste. Sen­ 
ator R o a c h is a gentleman, and a man 
of education and ability. So far as 
qualification goes, he is the equal of 
any candidate now before the people. 
He may not be the choice of his party 
for the position to which he aspires, 
but there is nothing in his candidacy 
which should subject him to burlesque 
and ridicule. 


A Denial. 
Here is another curious combina­ 
tion. Senator J o n e s is a Republican 
United States Senator and is the re­ 
puted chief owner and financial backer 
of the San Francisco Post, yet Lieu­ 
tenant - Governor I r w in , one of the 
Democratic candidates for Governor, 
appears to have selected the Senator’s 
paper as his advocate and defender 
during the campaign. Neither of the 
political mixture nor of the candidate’s 
judgment in the selection of an organ 
do we propose to speak now. He prob­ 
ably found a tiling for sale and, like 
Mrs. T o o d l e s, bought it because it 
was so cheap. Our purpose now is to 
respond to the Post's denial of a state­ 
ment made by the H e r a l d a short 
time ago, that Senator I r w in inserted 
a clause iu his Freights and Fares bill, 
introduced at tlie last session of the 
Legislature, making it a misdemeanor 
for the holder of an unused and uncan­ 
celed railroad ticket to transfer it to 
another person. The H e r a l d has no 
disposition to misrepresent Mr. I r w in 
nor any other person. We never saw 
the bill that we remember, and do not 
speak of our own knowledge with 
reference to tlfe clause in question, but 
we have the word of a gentleman who 
asserted that he knew whereof lie 
spoke when he stated that the clause 
was in the bill and thatSenator I r w in 
wrote it there. This is our authority 
for the statement and it may be incor­ 
rect, but we shall certainly not admit 
it so until other and more reliable evi­ 
dence of its falsity is at hand than the 
mere assertion of a paper of such 
doubtful veracity as the Post. It is a 
notorious fact that in the construction 
of that bill Mr. I r w in devoted more 
time and study to the task of making 
himself popular with the railroad com­ 
pany than to the work of getting up a 
bill which would reduce and equalize 
freights and fares. Up to the first 
reading of his bill, Mr. I r w in was re­ 
garded as one of the people’s cham­ 
pions—a very D on Q u ix o t e, whose 
windmill was the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road Company. Alter the bill was 
read the people laughed and said, 
“ S t a n f o r d has got him.” Let the 
fact of Mr. I r w in ’s popularity in cer­ 
tain quarters and his advocacy by the 
purchasable papers of San Francisco 
stand in evidence that the people were 
not deceived and that S t a n f o r d hav­ 
ing “ got him ” still retains him. 


Political Status of the South. 
The San Francisco Call says: “The 
new corner stone of the Southern po­ 
litical faith is governmeutaid to inter­ 
nal improvements. They will unite 
to secure appropriations to improve 
the waste places of the South, and by 
this means restore the business inter­ 
est of that portion of the country. * 
* We have here the old idea of a 
sectional policy revived; formerly the 
maintenance and extension of slavery 
was the object; now the appropriation 
of money from the public treasury for 
the benefit of the South. * * We 
trust there is too much solid sense in 
the Southern leaders to attempt any 
such policy as herein outlined. It 
cannot secure any permanent results.1’ 
Such language does not come with a 
very good grace from a journal which 
wasted so much ink within the past 
twelve mouths to convince Congress 
that all the little rivers emptying into 
San Francisco hay ought to be widened 
and deepened at the expense of the 
nation. We are sorry to see such con­ 
temptible selfishness exhibited by a 
journal which professes so much libe­ 
rality and independence. 
And the 
manner in which it alludes to an old 
dead issue savors more of the spirit of 
a bitter old Abolition fanatic than it 
does of a liberal-minded, independent 
journalist. The South as a people has 
never been in favor of using the pub­ 
lic funds ox national credit for internal 
improvements. 
They have always 
fought against it except iu a few local­ 
ities. The people on the Mississippi 
river, for instance, have asked Con­ 
gress for aid to levee that river, but 
even this aid was not asked until since 
the war, and when they were not in a 
condition to help themselves. But when 
we look at the enormous sums that 


have been expended and are still being 
expended for the benefit of every part 
of the country except in the South, we 
should not be surprised if the South 
should demand something for their ter­ 
ritory. It is but natural they should. 
Indeed, it is but justice they should 
have a little portion of the public 
patronage, see in : they help to contrib­ 
ute to the public fund. The Call says: 
“ They will ask Congress to guarantee 
the bonds for the Texas and Pacific 
Railroad.” There is no public expend­ 
iture in this, and as it will benefit the 
North and West more than itcan bene­ 
fit the South, we do not see where the 
South can sin by asking it. But the 
Call says something else will come up, 
and they should not be a unit on any­ 
thing. This is the great fear; the 
Soutli will do harm if they should 
unite. They were united to maintain 
slavery, therefore they ought to have 
too much “ solid sense” to unite on 
any other subject. What the Soutli 
needs is precisely what the whole 
country needs. They want to he united 
upon the principles of justice and good 
will. We deem it but justice that the 
South should be remembered In the 
distribution of the public funds. This 
would accomplish more in establish­ 
ing good will and fraternal feeling 
than anything that Congress can pos­ 
sibly do. In doing this we are not 
buying their good will, but we con­ 
vince them that we are willing to 
mete out justice to them. They have 
been ignored, we all know. They have 
not even been permitted to feed upon 
the crumbs that fell from their mas­ 
ter’s table except as it was handed to 
them by the hands of the carpet-bag­ 
gers. And now when they would 
come in a united body and ask justice 
at our hands, the Call would elbow 
them off. 


S o m e little feeling of restiveness has 
lately been manifested by one or two 
of the great powers -of Europe, and a 
sense of fear prevails among the 
smaller kingdoms that the old Tritons 
will continue chafing each other until 
a blow will be struck, followed by 
trouble among the minnows. The 
Hint and steel with which the lire is 
to be made are Germany and France, 
but a careful reading of the dispatches 
sent over here by European news- 
gatherers does not afford ground for 
the belief that war is imminent. It is 
assumed that Germany is taking the 
aggressive, yet the French govern­ 
ment denies that Germany has shown 
the least signs of hostility. Besides 
this, Russia—always a power not to 
be lightly heeded, whether she speaks 
as an enemy or a peace-maker—has 
assumed the role of conciliator, and 
will use her mighty influence toward 
the maintenance of friendly relations. 
The little speck of war, now no larger 
than a man’s hand, will, it is hoped, 
expand no further,but soon melt away 
and peace and harmony prevail among 
the nations of the earth. 


Tbe Tlltun-B rrrher C hip. 


N e w Y o r k , May 10th.—After recess 
to-day Fullerton presented the letter 
referred to by Bp-1 1 in his testimony 
this morning, which had been sent to 
Fullerton by B ell. The letter was 
dated December 15, 1870, and asked 
Bell to step up to No. 124, as the writer 
wanted to see him on important busi­ 
ness. It was signed “ H. W. B.” 
Evarts continued his argument 
against the admission of Robinson’s 
testimony as to the conversation with 
Mrs. Moulton after her interview with 
Beecher in June, 1872. Pryor beiug 
absent, Fullerton argued in favor of 
admitting the testimony, saying the 
object was to disprove the assertion 
macie by Tracy in his opening address 
ihat Mrs. Moulton’s account of her 
interview with Beecher June 2d, was 
made up for her by her husband, and 
Beecher’s intimation to the same ef­ 
fect iu his testimony. After further 
argument, the Judge decided that the 
evidence could not he admitted. He 
said the real basis of the matter laid 
in the allegation In the opening of de­ 
fendant's counsel, and if not supported 
should not have been made. It did 
seem to be entitled to respect, being 
called an uncharitable allegation. 
Beach excepted to the Judge’s rul­ 
ing and said lie offered the testimony 
of Mrs. Sarah Eddy in the same rela­ 
tion as that of Robinson. 
Evarts contended that the other side 
could not prove anything said by Mrs. 
Moulton before tbe trial. 
Mrs. Eddy then testified to knowing 
Beecher and meeting him on the steps 
of Moulton’s house early in the morn­ 
ing of June 2d, 1873. She was going 
into the house and lie was comingout. 
He did not salute her. Mrs. Moulton 
opened the door for her, without ring­ 
ing. Mrs. Moulton seemed greatly 
agitated, and witness spoke to her 
about it. 
Evarts objected to This. Fullerton 
offered to give the conversation be­ 
tween Mrs. Moulton and witness, but 
as it was covered by the Judge’s pre­ 
vious ruling it was not admitted. 
Cross-examined by Evarts.—W it­ 
ness testified that her husband was 
bookkeeper for Woodruff'& Robinson. 
She thought she called at Moulton’s 
that day at 11 o’clock. Did not think 
Mrs.Moulton was confined to the house 
by sickness at the time. 
Mrs. Emma R. Moulton was then 
recalled, and corroborated Mrs.Eddy’s 
testimony as to her calling on the day 
of the interview with Beecher. 
Fullerton announced that this was 
all he had to ask about Mrs. Eddy,but 
be would have to recall her at a future 
point of the proceedings. 
Cross-examined by Evarts.—Mrs. 
Moulton said Mrs. Eddy called on her 
on the 2d of June, 1873." She repeated 
to her the conversation had with 
Beecher that day. 
Frederick W. Mitchell, formerly 
book-keeper for Woodhul! & Claflin, 
was the next witness, but his testi­ 
mony was unimportant. 
Mary Catherine McDonald, servant 
in Tilton’s family for many years,was 
then sworn, and testified as follows: I 
reside at present with Mr. Tilton. I 
did not stay there altogether, but came 
and went when I pleased, .1 did this 
ever since he has been married. The 
last tnree or four years I have been 
there altogether, except three or four 
weeks. Generally went to his parents 
in the Summer, at Keyport, N. J. I 
was at Tilton’s when Mrs. Tilton went 
to Monticello. It was in July, four 
years ago this Summer. Think she 
went there more than once. I have a 


letter written to me by Mrs. Tilton 
from Monticello, but it is in Keyport. 
I went down to Keyport on the follow­ 
ing Tuesday, I think. When I left 
Tilton’s that day Mr. Greeley was not 
there, but he expected him. I assist­ 
ed, the day I left, in making arrange­ 
ments for Mr. Greeley. Tilton gave 
Bessie Turner money to go to Key- 
E 
ort. I do not know when she went, 
ill she did not come to Keyport that 
day. She left the house at 10 or 11 
o’clock. Tilton gave her either a $2 
or a $5 bill. 
Here the Court adjourned. 


C rop R e p o r ts. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , May 12th.— The 
Press of thiB morning says in the re­ 
view of the reports from all parts of 
Pennsylvania, thut owing to severe 
Irost and the late Spring, much of the 
existing wheat crop has been killed. 
The season is delayed eight or ten 
weeks, and careful inquiries lead to 
the belief that not over half a crop 
will be gathered, and even this amount 
depends on the continuance of dry 
weather. 
___ 
T be Cual Jliuers, 
WiLKKSBARRE, Pa., May 12th.— 
About thirty men went to work in 
Hutchinson’s mine this morning. 
They marched from their houses in a 
body, and were armed with rifles and 
revolvers; a crowd of men and women 
and boys followed them with threats 
and imprecations, and were only de­ 
terred from violence by the weapons 
of the workmen. The women were 
particularly hitter with their invec­ 
tives, and at one point in the march 
nearly precipitated a conflict. Threats 
were made to have the crowd this 
evening, when the men came out of 
the mine, large enough to mob them. 
Through fears of this, the authorities 
were called upon this morning by Hut­ 
chinson for protection, and a posse is 
now being raised to go to Kingston 
this afternoon. 
H u n t in g t o n , Pa., May 12th. — 
About nine hundred strikers yester­ 
day compelled the miners at Fisher’s 
and Whitehead’s mines to suspend 
operations to-day, and sacked their 
houses. The strikers have become 
ungovernable, and blood would have 
been shed had the miners resisted. 
The successes of the mob for the last 
few days threaten to cause a suspen­ 
sion of business. 
More Trouble on the Border. 
C h ic a g o , May J2th.—The New Or­ 
leans Republican's San Antonio spe­ 
cial says that Generals Hatch and 
Davis, of the United States army, ar­ 
rived from the Rio Grande to-day, and 
report the raids becoming more bold 
and frequent. Murders are constantly 
occurring. The civil authority on this 
side is under the control of the Mexi­ 
cans, and they prevent United States 
troops from making arrests. Unless 
summary measures are taken, the 
country between the Rio Grande and 
the Neuces will be in the hands of the 
Mexican outlaws. 
Spencer Ouce More. 
M o n t g o m e r y , Ala., May 12th.—The 
testimony adduced before the Legisla­ 
tive Committee investigating the elec­ 
tion of Uuited States Senator Spencer 
shows that he secured the presence of 
United States troops for the avowed 
purpose of intimidating Democratic 
voters. Money was obtained from the 
United States officials to bribe the Re­ 
publican members opposed to Spencer. 
One of Spencer’s confidential aids tes­ 
tified to these facts. 
D istillery Seizures. 
W a s h in g t o n , May 12th.—A search­ 
ing investigation will be made into 
the conduct of the revenue officers. 
Twelve distilleries have been seized in 
Milwaukee and vicinity. 
Coal M ines of C alifornia. 
W a s h in g t o n , May 12th.—The Sec­ 
retary of the Interior has decided that 
coal lauds do not pass to the State of 
California under the act of March 3d, 
1853, granting the State sixteen and 
thirty-six sections. 
Boston Wool M arket. 
B o sto n, May 12th.—The wool mar­ 
ket is unchanged; there is a fair de­ 
mand from the manufacturers. Cali­ 
fornia wool is in fair demand at 22@35c 
for Spring and 16@24c for Fall. 
A Tow n In Asbes. 
H amilton, Nev., May 12th.—A fire 
this afternoon at Eberhardt destroyed 
the greater portion of the business 
part of the town. It was first discov­ 
ered in an unoccupied building, and is 
supposed to be the work of an incendi­ 
ary. Suspicion points strongly to one 
John Zule, who has been arrested. 
A ll Serene. 
B e r l in ,May 12th.—The semi-official 
journal declares that Germany desires 
peace. The apprehensions of war are 
allayed. It is thought that an under­ 
standing will be effected. 
9ai* Francisco Item s. 
S an F ra n c is c o , May 13th.—About 
9,500 votes were polled at the Demo­ 
cratic primary yesterday. All pro­ 
ceeded quietly. Nothing yet ascer­ 
tained with certainty as to the result. 
The Grand Lodge of I. O. O. F. con­ 
tinued its session yesterday, and last 
evening and transacted a large amount 
of business.

Since our last report the crop reports 
have been watched with great interest 
by both dealers and consumers. Re­ 
ports were quite favorable for crop 
until last Sunday, when the hot desert 
winds swept down our valley, drying 
up many kinds of crops and m aking 
the prospect less favorable for the 
farmer and for trade. 
BREADSTUFF». 
The latest reports from San Fran­ 
cisco show a moderate export trade 
during the past week. The falling off 
in the wheat exports has a very 
marked influence on the volume of 
business. W e have cleared three car­ 
goes of wheat for England since the 
1st, showing a value of $210,000. The 
only other cargo clearances have been 
the steamer Great Republic for Yoko­ 
hama and Hongkong, with flour. 
The Liverpool wheat market is given 
at 8s lld@9s 2d for average California 
and 9s 2u@9s 6d for club. These are 
low figures, but the m arket continues 
to look weak under large imports and 
favorable weather for the crops. 
New York advices say the export 
trade continues light, shipping m ar­ 
gins on all our principal staples being 
adverse. The recent advance in wheat 
has checked business, as neither miller 
nor exporter can purchase at present 
figures and realize a profit. This,with 
lower prices from the West and Eug- 
land, has deprived the m arket of its 
buoyancy, and at the close prices are a 
shade easier. Spring is selling at $1 18 
@1 27 per bushel, with extra Minne­ 
sota for milling as high as $1 30 and 
W inter at $1 35(o>,l 37. Some No. 2 
Milwaukee has been sold for June de 
livery at $1 21(0)1 231. The telegraph 
reports fine growing weather in the 
West and Northwest, and though the 
W inter crop sustained rather more 
than average damage from the rigors 
of the past season, it is the opinion of 
the best judges that the increased 
acreage of Fall sown and a full average 
breadth of Spring seeding will bring 
an average crop, future weather being 
favorable, and the whole country be­ 
ing taken into consideration. There 
are many sections of the W est where 
wheat is in excellent condition and 
promises a full crop; yet if some of the 
prophets were tobe believed we should 
be in some danger of a famine a few 
months hence. The light stock here 
and the limited quantity likely to ar­ 
rive this m onth ure calculated to 
break the force of the fall in wheat 
which now seems to be impending. 
Corn has declined 2@3c. on increased 
offerings and a falling off in the export 
demands. Burley is scarce and very- 
firm at $1 55@1 57 for prime Canada, 
with no business of moment. 
The latest from Chicago says the re­ 
turns of stocks in the Chicago ware­ 
houses present an anomalous condi­ 
tion of things. The quantity of grain 
on storage is not much different from 
what it wau a year ago, though there 
is considerably more wheat, but a large 
reduction in other grain. The details 
compare as follows:

There are some or­ 
ders here from the East for barley, 
which may be filled if the price should 
go much lower, though it is too late in 
the season to expect much trade of 
that kind. 
THE WOOL MARKET. 
In New York the m arket continues 
very dull, though toward the close of 
the week there was a slight increase 
in the demand. The sales of the week 
chiefly were of California. There ap­ 
pears more disposition on the part of 
holders to meet the views of manufac­ 
turers, though the change in rates has 
not been great. New Spring is being 
received in moderate quantities, but 
prices realized are somewhat below 
what dealers were led to expect. It 
has got to be a very choice lot that 
will realize 35 cents; most of the sales 
were made at 30@32 or 33 cents. Fall 
California has made witli a very liberal 
demand, and prices continue firm. 
Both foreign Clothing and Carpet ma­ 
terial are quiet, but prices exhibit no 
change. Rales for the week comprise 
89 bales Australian, at51@52 cents; 25 
do. Cape, private; 3U do. East ludia, 
at about 15 cents; 181 do Spring Cali­ 
fornia, at29@35 cents; 300 do. Fall do., 
at 16@23 cents; 125 bags scoured, at 
58(0)71 cents.

Those Good Old Times. 


An old resident of Vermont writes: 
“ I was born and brought up in a lo" 
house with a stone chimney, and well 
remember the mode of keeping the 
tire over night, or going half t mile to 
a neighbor’s for a coal in the morn­ 
ing. 
Many is the meal that I have 
eaten (from a wooden bowl) of bean 
porridge or milk and roasted potatoes. 
I well remember the mode of dress in 
olden times, when men wore home­ 
made cloth both sum m er and winter. 
In sum m er they wore what was cal­ 
led tow cloth, made from tlax raised on 
the farm, and in winter what they 
called frocking, made of wool, blue 
and white striped. The women, too 
wore cloth of their own 
making. 
They carded and spun the wool and 
flax. 
1 have now in my possession a 
pair of old- hand-cards, such as they 
used inthosedays. 
I have by me two 
old wooden calico stamps that were 
my 
great-grandmother’s, th at she 
used to stamp calico with in old times 
I can well rememder m y old cow-hide 
shoe sand the knit leggins, with strings 
to tie them down. 
I remember the 
times when they rode on horse-back; 
my grandmother had one of the old- 
fashioned pillions to ride behind on; 
the stirrup was a piece of wood with a 
leather strap attached to it. 
I remem­ 
ber the first wagon that came into 
town. I have a pair of the old snow- 
shoes, and have walked m any miles 
on them, and think I could walk on 
them now although I have not been 
on them for several years. I well re­ 
m em ber when a man by (he name of 
Levi Crosby used to ride once a week 
from Somerset to Brattleboro’, horse­ 
back, for the newspapers, and scatter 
them at every m an’s door on the way 
and over the back towns. 
But these 
times are all in the past, and those that 
took an active part in them arc mostly 
in their graves, where I must soon be 
myself; yet when I think over those 
times it seems to bring new life into 
my thoughts for the time being.”
